House Puts Itself On Record 
In the Silver-Lead 
Question. 



Mr. Curtis Free Passes Bill 
Bobs Up Serenely Obstinacy 
Illustrated. 



White-winged peace hovered over the- 
legislature yesterday, where King 
'Routine reigned. 

There was absolutely nothing in the 
proceedings to .stimulate a quickening of 
the pulse, ami those who Tilled the spec 
tutors' gallery voted the show- as drear- 
ily monotonous as a Shakespearean com- 
edy in the hands of amateurs. 

Numerous public measures were "ad- 
vanced a stage" or .sometimes two, the 
(House was put on record as urging IJo- 
rainion action in the interest of thei .s'l- 
ver-lcud industry— and that was about 
■all. 



Included in the routine of the day was 
i report from the Railway committee, 
rccoinmondMig as in order the biLls of 
the Morrisey, Fernie & Michel line, the 
Pacific Northern & Omtnecn, and the 
'British Columbia Northern & Macken- 
zie Valley road. Mr. Ilawtliornthwaite's 
bill to amend the Trades Unions Act 
was introduced and received its initial 
reading; the House committee on the 
Medical lAct amendment hill (Mr. Hay- 
ward) completed its labors; and the bid 
respecting the support of illegitimate 
children passed through the committee 
stage. The Children's Protection Act 
amendment bill, the bill to amend' the 
iBeaicvolent Societies Act, and the 
to amend the Department of .Mines Act 
were given their third readings; and Mr. 
tGnrdan'6 bill to provide needed machin- 
ery for the effective working of the Spe- 
cial Surveys Act, wax given its second 
reading and went through committee. 
HEAD iDUTIKS QUESTION. 
In moving the resolution, of which he 
had given due notice, deploring the inac- 
tion of the Dominion government in fail- 
ing to meet the requests of British Col- 
umbia 'for fair treatment for the silver- 
lead industry, .Mr. Houston pointed, oat 
how unanimous had been the expres- 
sions of opinion on the part of repre- 
sentative bodies throughout the country 
on this question; and briefly elaborated 
his resolution, which was quite in .ine 
with tho resolution that passed tho 
House ia-sb session on the same subject. 
The motion was not proposed as one of 
censure upon the Dominion government, 
but merely as emphasizing the unani- 
mity of provincial feeling on this ques- 
tion, and as au appeal to Ottawa tor 
justice therein. 

The resolution was sup]>orted by the 
opposition leader, who regretted that de- 
spite the persistent agitation of tho min- 
ing men of the province, the representa- 
tions of public and semi-public bodies, 
and the efforts of 'Mr. Oalliher, the fed- 
eral government had as yet seen fit to 
do nothing in Uie way of affording th.ti 
important industry relief. He expected 
that the Minister of Mines would in' 
able to tell the House that lie too had 
been active, while in Ottawa, with the 
Attorney-General, in pressing this mat- 
ter upon the Dominion ministers. 

i.Mr. Curtis did not tindl the resolut: >:i 
as drafted quite in accord with his ideas 
of what it should be. die briefly elabor- 
ated the situation with respect to the 
silver-lead industry as it stands at pres- 
ent, anil energetically maintained 1 that 
the duties on lead products should be in- 
creased if the industries of British Col- 
umbia were to be treated with the same 
liberality and encouragement as kindred 
industries in the Eastern provinces. It 
was but light that the whole tariff as 
it affects British 'Columbia should be re- 
adjusted. This province, as a matter I 
of right, should ask for at least au 
equal duty on lead ore nnii its products 
riven other manufactures of Eastern; 
Ca nada, not less than 35 per cent. He , 
referred to the disparity in British, Col- 
umbia's contributions to federal revenue | 
and tho return therefrom; and dealing | 
with t lit? announcement from Ottawa, in 
consequence of the mining association's] 
efforts to secure increased duties — that| 
the tariff could not be amended' this 
year— lie suggested that for the present 
the House, while endorsing the principle 
as before, should at the same time 
strengthen the hands of the mining 
man who were now asking for a bounty. 
In Ibis direction, he proposed to slight- 
ly amend the resolution by substituting 
in place of the words "upon the repre- 
sentations made," "to aid the industry in 
some substantial manner," and for 
"only" the word "best," a few lines 
further on. With a little reasonable 
encouragement, it was liics opinion that 
the lead mines of British Columbia 
would soon he producing 10,000 tons a 
year. 

Air. Houston accepted the amend meat 
—on the single condition that the mem- 
ber for Rowland should not. talk any 
more on the subject.

TWO HUNDRED BRITISH 80LDSER8 KILLED 



'I Regret to Report" —Oft Repeated Tale of Empire Told Once More in 
West Africa. Flying Column Ambushed Ten Officers and 
One Hundred and Eighty Men Killed.

London. April 2!!.— The war office today 
received from BrlRadler-Geiieral Manning'. 
In command of the British forces In So- 
mallland, a despatch duted 20 miles west 
of Galadl, Somalilawl, April 18th, us fel- 
lows : 

"I regret to report that a tl.viug column 
under the command of Col. Cobbe, which 
left Galadl on April 10th. to reconnoitre 
the road to wahvai. had a most serious 
check on April lTthi On the morning of 
A"prfi iTtin Co). Cobbe was at Gumburru. 
40 miles westward of Galadl. and had de- 
cided to ret ura to Galadl owing to the 
serious difficulty In finding the rond to 
Wahvai, and to the shortness of water, 
lie was about to leave his zareba (protected 
ceinp) when firing was heard In the dlree- 
ton of a small -party under the command 
of a (.'apt. Ollvey, which had been sent in 
a westerly direction u > reciniuoitre. 

"Ait w:l"i In Hie morning Col. Cobbe des- 
patched Colonel Plunkett with 100 men 
of .the .second battalion of the King's Afri- 
can Pities, IS men of the 2nd Sikhs and 
two guns for the extrication of Capt. Oll- 
vey, If necessary. As a matter of fact. 
Capt. Ollvey bad not been engaged, 

'Col. I'liinkett . on joining the dctnth- 
v. int. continued to pusti on. At 11:45 Col. 



Cobbe heard heavy firing In the direction 
taken by Col. I'liinkett, and about one In 
tiha afternoon fugitives coming Jo reported 
Unit Co). Pinntett had 'been defeated with 
Josh. 

"The hews Juis been inlxy corroborated 
since, and I have to report the total loss 
of Col. Plunkctt's party, with the excep- 
tion of 37 vaos. who escaped here. 

"The latest Information extracted from 
Mhj fugitives la to tho effect thnit Col. 
Fhmkett pushed on after tlie enemy's force 
to the open country, seven miles west of 
Gi.nilmrru. where he was attacked by. a 
very strom: force of mounted troops and 
the enemy's Infantry, who attacked at 
C-loso quarters. He kept back the enemy 
until he Jiad no more ammunition, when 
he formed u square and charged with bay- 
onet.': 'In tho direction of Cot Oobbe's zar- 
eba. lie moved some distance In this man- 
ner, hut a great many men, Including Col. 
r'mikett himself, were killed or wounded 
by 'tho pursuing enemy. At last the 
enemy's Infantry overwhelmed tho square 
and annihilated them all, with the excep- 
tion of the 37 fugitives above mentioned." 

The despatches close with a list of the 
"officers and men missing, and no doubt 
killed la action." namely, Cdl. W. V. PJun- 



kett. Captains Johnston. Stewart, Ollvey, 
Morris and McKlniion. and Lieutenants 
Gr.ynor and Bell, all of tho King's African 
Rieesi Capt. Ydzy of, the 2nd Sikhs; Capt. 
Sime, of the Indian staff, two white pri- 
vates, 48 men of the 2nd Sikhs and 124 
incut of the African Rifles. The .two Max- 
im guns also were lost. ' " ' 

Another despatch from General Manning 
who Immediately on hearing of the defeat 
of Col. IMunkett. • started for Gumburru 
v, ith 400 men, says further Information 
readied flulm from Col. Cobbe to uue effect 
that the latter with 220 troops were en- 
camped with plenty of food and supplies 
and four days' water. He has about 1,- 
(KX) camels, and does not think he can with- 
draw from his position without assistance, 
because the bhrub Is thick and tlie enemy's 
forces seem likely to act on tho offensive. 

General Manning adds: *'I march again 
directly and expect to arrive at Gumburru 
tomorrow at noon.

march to Guinburru, returning directly. 1

New l'ork, April 23— The .interstate 
commerce commission today announced 
a decision in the case of the proposed 
advances .in freight rates on vurioVs 
articles between Chicago ; and New 
York. The proposed i advances dn 
'freight rates affected . iron articles, 
dressed beef, packing house products, 
'griiiu and grain products, and have been 
under consideration by the commission 
all winter. The commission's decision 
is that, the proposed advances in the 
rates on ''grain and j;rain products ore 
not justified. The finding says 1 the pro- 
ceeding in this case was in the form of 
a general investigation, and that no or- 
der can be made therefor on the record, 
to li t ' th a t r " f ur th er ■ proce ed i n gs w ill 1) n 
commenced unless the respondent car- 
riers reodjust their rates on grain and 
grain products" in accordance with the 
views of the decision, or before May 15, 
1903. Tlie rate on other articles than 
groin is not condemned. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, April 23.— The appeal in 
Carroll vs. Vancouver has been allowed 
with costs. Dr. Carroll sued the city for 
expropriating property for water works 
purposes without paying for it. He lost 
the suit and appealed to tho Full Court. 

Win. Pollard and Jos. Bradley, Fort 
Simpson Indians, called at the "Ledger 
office today with an interpreter, and 
asked the Ledger to publish a statement 
from them regarding the Morrow ap- 
pointment. Win. Pollard was the spokes- 
man and dictated the following state- 
ment, which was translated from the In- 
dian language by the interpreter: "The 
Port: Simpson Indians all around would 
be satisfied if the government would pick 
out some good man to be Indian agent. 
We have just recently heard that Mr. 
Morrow has been appointed, and we are 
very sorry and troubled. We know this 
man, and we know what he. has done in 
the past, and we cannot understand from 
what we know, how he could be placed 
over us to guide us. He is n very young 
man; has no experience, does not know 
anything about our people, and called us 
names we would be ashamed to call any 
one. We do not want to choose a man' 
ourselves, but we do want the govern- 
ment to choose a man who knows the 
work he hud to do, and is able to do it." 

"There is only ono word and 'one 
heart" up at Fort Simpson between all 
the chiefs, and that is that Mr. Mor- 
row is not the right man for them and 
they do not want him. I hear that 
Canada is a great country, and surely 
the government can appoint a good mini, 
ono whom they would not be ashamed 
to follow. I saw in tlie paper the other 
day that all the Indians around Fort 
Simpson -were satisfied) wirth the ap- 
IKiintiuent of Mr. Morrow. This is not 
ho. This talk comes from Mr. Morrow 
and his friends only. A man who has 
a nice front garden wants to grow 
something that will climb high nnd be 
nice to see, so that people when they 
come by will look up und 6ay how good 
it looks. 'So do the Indians want a 
guide whom they can look up to and 
respect as a good mau. I wonder why 
those men who send these letters down 
to the papers about the Indians being 
c^atislied do not put their names to the 
letters. It think it is those, people who 
are always against the Indians who 
have sent these "unsigned letters. I 
know the four white men these letters 
are coming from. They havo always 
been against the Didians. The Indians 
went to Nans river on the 5th of March. 
Mr. Morrow did not interview the chiefs 
at Fort. Simpson, as it was said he did. 
The Indians will not return until the 1st 
of -May. The Rev. S. S. Osterhout, 
B. A., who is now in Victoria, wiil 
agree with everything I have said."

OIL COMPANY'S 



PLANT EXPLODES 



Minneapolis Factory Complete- 
ly Wrecked and Great Dam- 
age Dpne. 



•Minneapolis, April 23. — The North- 
western Star Oil Company's plant, in 
the. Milling district, blew up this after- 
noon. A tierce ifiro as now raging in the 
ruins. The plant was completely wreck- 
ed, and it is believed several lives were 
lost. Two injured men. have been tak- 
en to the hospital. There were 20 em- 
ployees, and thus far hut eleven have 
been accounted for. 

No explanation of tlie explosion is yet 
available, and none of the injured are 
able to throw any light on it.

London, April 23.— The budget, which 
was introduced in the House of Coni- 
inous today, shows an estimated expendi- 
ture for 11)03-0-1 of ,$719,770,000. The 
€hancellor of the BxchMuer, ilr. 
Uitchie, fixed the ttationnl debt . eharM 
at $KI5,000,0OO, of which $31,500,000 is 
available for the sinking fund. .Llie esti- 
mated revenue on the existing bnsis of 
taxation is .1:773,800,000, giving an avail- 
able surplus of $5-l,OS3,000. 

(The dutv on tea, which the trade ex- 
pected would be reduced, is not changed. 
Mr. Ritchie's proposals include: .me 
abolition of the duty on grain, the taxes 
on sugar and coal are unchanged, four- 
pence is taken off the income tax. 

Mr. Ritchici opened with the pleasing 
scheme that whereas bis predecessors 
bad to impose fresh taxation, it '.van his 
task to remit burdens. lie thought 
there was nothing in the monetary situa- 
tion to create alarm. Money necessarily 
<had been scarce and dear, as in addi- 
tion to the government demands there 
had been many other culls on the mar- 
ket.

including the War Department, the 
national indebtedness now reached the 
enormous total of .$:i.!)01,7-ir>.<l(Kj. Ow- 
ing to the expenditure for 1903-04, the 
•Chancellor estimated that it would 
amount to $719,770,000, and be proposed 
tit (fix the annual national debt charge 
at $135,000,000, of which $31,500,000 is 
available for the sinking fund. 

The Chancellor viewed with great con- 
cern the increased expenditure, and hop- 
ed great reduction would be possible 
■.soon. On the other hand, the possession 
of a strong navy was not a matter of 
national pride, but of national life or 
■ death, and to preserve a strong navy be 
would! grudge no cost. In this connec- 
tion, the Chancellor referred to the im- 
proved relations between Croat Britain 
and France, and to the approaching visit 
■of King Edward to Paris. The Chan- 
cellor, who spoke for an hour and fifty 
-minutes, received approving cheers, es- 
pecially when he announced the remis- 
sion of the grain duties. Sir William 
Vernou-IIarcourt (Liberal) former Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, followed. 

.Sir William said he thought it was 
Tscandaloiwly unjust that the well-to-do 
•classes should be relieved' to such an 
extent, while the wage-earners' only ad- 
- vantage was the remission of $10,000,- 

• 000 in indirect taxation. The grain tax, 
I he added, Was tin Infamous one, and ho 
•nvas glad therefore that it was repeal- 

• od. The speaker vehemently eomiplnin- 

• od of the proposed expenditure for 
South Africa, which he claimed ought 
to J)ay for the war. The colonies, he 
further asserted', ought to contribute to- 
wards the support of the navy. No 
ppber-minded man could justify the en- 
ormous expenditure of the government.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Last Meeting One of Most Interesting 
of Season's Series. 

The recent meeting of the Natural 
lltistory .Society was one of the most in- 
teresting of the scries held this season. 

.Mr. W. F. Best submitted specimens 
of coal said to be from Nitinat Lake, 
V. I., cinnabar and native quicksilver 
from Secbarl, native arsenic from 
Qlieeil Charlotte Islands, and antimony 
from San Juan river. i.Mr. Sutton said 
that, so far, on the Island Sechart wits 
the only locality in which cinnabar had 
been found. Arsenical ores were more 
common. Native antimony veins are 
found in San Juan river valley, near

Many 
useful foods known to and used by na- 
tive tribes, he said, might be incorpora- 
ted into our bills of l'ure, tod he pro- 
ceeded to enumerate a number coming 
within his own' experience in different 
•parts of the world, liis paper was most 
interesting and called for considerable 
discussion. 

Reference to a previous paper by Mr. 
E. P. Robinson on "The Anatomy and 
Refraction of the Human Eye," has 
been omitted in those columns. It was 
very carefully prepared',, and Mr. Rob- 
inson, who is particularly well versed in 
the subject, dealt at great length with 
it. The time at his disposal in one even- 
ing was too short to do it justice, and 
ho promised to continue it on n future 
occasion.

how the silver-lead mines had beeu 
cheeked by the failure of the. Federal 
government to render the assistance to 
which they were entitled. He pointed 
out bow the United Slates had encour- 
aged all branches of the lead industry, 
the production there exceeding the cou- 
| .sumption, and there being no market, 
I consequently for Canadian lead. Cana- 
dian ore had to depend upon the world's 
market price. The British Columbia 
mines had been paying for a lime be- 
cause the market price had been suf- 
ficient to yield a profit, hut there had 
been depreciation since. The remedy 
was to place lead and its products upon 
the same basis as the other manufac- 
tures of Canada. It was out of the 
question to start corroding works in 
Canada under present tariff. If the Do- 
minion would institute adequate protec- 
tion, he had the assurance that works 
to treat lead would lie started at once. 
The lead industry should be placed on 
the same footing as other industries in 
Canada. It was the only permanent 
solution, anything in the nature of a 
bounty was only a temporary expedient. 
The policy of protection in the United 
States had stimulated the industry with- 
out increasing the cost to the consumer. 
If the Dominion would put on a protec- 
tive tariff on lead, the market would in- 
crease threefold within a year, and mer- 
chants in Victoria would lie surprised at 
the manner in which branches of busi- 
ness anil industry would be benefited. 
He asked Victoria to back up the Up- 
per Country, where I hey felt very 
keenly the present situation. Mr. Camp- 
bell's address received enthusiastic ap- 
plause upon its conclusion.

Other agencies have been most success- 
ful hi removing occasions of industrial 
irritation, and at the present moment 
(British Columbia, in her basic indus- 
tries is more free of industrial unrest 
than any oilier portion of the American 
continent, freer than British Columbia 
has been for a long time. We have' had 
in tho past a strike in the silver-lead 
mines affecting tbe whole ©If one of our 
great industries; wo have had a rail- 
way trackmen's strike, dislocating 
transcontinental U-alllc; we have had 
strikiv, at Femio, cutting off the fuel 
supply of our smelters, sjid we have 
had a strike in tho copper mining in- 
dustry. There was never a moment 
when one of those strikes was going on 
that the labor situation in British Col- 
umbia was not infinitely graver than .it 
is today. There was also another great 
difference.

Mr. Curtis, in moving the second read- 
ing of his "bill respecting railway and 
steamship transportation 'ail certain 
cases," explained its scope and the reas- 
ons prompting its introduction. It was 
designed, lie said, to provide that passes 
bo issued to- members of legislature, 
judges of' the Supreme and County 
Courts, the surveyor of revenue and 
taxes, and the assessor of taxes, an l ill 
addition, to members of legislature din- 
ing three months following a dissolu- 
tion in order that they might take part 
in an election campaign without pay- 
ment of fares. The member for Ross- 
land contended, as he did last yeir, 
that the custom in Canada was to give 
members of the legislature passes, unl 
ho sought to remove the suggest'on that 
in accepting such, the member placed 
himself under obligation:; to the trans- 
portation company. He complained (hat 
railways in British Columbia are at 
present assessed at but !f3, OuO per ui'iu; 
whereas, as a matter of fact, they are 
worth §40,000 and $50,000 a mile, and 
ho pointed out that it was only fa r 
that transportation should be provided 
as he proposed in order that public men 
might travel about and learn the coun- 
try's requirements. 

The bill further provides that trans- 
portation companies must furnish state- 
ment to the government of all passes 
issued annually, and the reasons there- 
fore, under a penalty of JfoOO' fine.

THE AUSTRAL-IAN DROUGHT. 

Many Farmers From Antipodes Likely 
to Visit Canada. 

The following letter has been received 
by Mr. Jns, Anderson, deputy 'minister 
of agriculture; 

Croydon. March IS, 1003. 

Dear Sir, — Just a 'line to let you Itnow 
how (WO got on with the spraying tills year. 
All ever tlio state there are good crops oe 
apples ami pears, No doubt the trees hav- 
ing u spell last year benefited greatly and 
were able to carry a good crop this year. 

My crop of fruit baa turned out very- 
good indeed, and I am very busy at pres- 
ent sending It away. The mixture that 
turned out best was Bordeaux (G-t-iiO) with 
the addition Of 2'X, lbs. of soda ash. The 
next was Bordeaux with the addition of 
2 lbs. of salt (0-4-2-9O), The great objec- 
tion I have to tho 'latter mixture Is that 
It burns the Clauds. The former has uo 
elicit on the hands, and Is not difficult to 
wa.-lh out. Botia mixture Btuetc on the 
tree well in spite of the rain. 

I sprayed when the trees were In fuM 
bloom, The spray seemed to have 
little effect on the blossoms. All growers 
now recognize that the proper time to spray- 
Is when the trees are In bloom and Intend 
after tills to do away with the winter 
spraying. • There Is not a great deal of 
news to .tell IJtils time, only that tilings 
generally are In a very had way from tkie 
effects of drought and bad government. 
Large numbers of people arc leaving Aus- 
tralia for other parts, whore there are 'bet- 
ter chances, With food so dear and lack 
or work. I don't know what, the people 
will do this winter. Everything seems to 
be -going down the bill— rather bad for a 
young country. 

The effetcs of the drought .have been ter- 
rible. For months the railway was run- 
ning cattle trains bringing stock from ICie 
north to GIppsland. so as to keep them 
alive until the rain came. We had a lit- 
tle rain in the North but not sufficient to 
■et the farmer commence plowing. The 
grass sprung u Utile, but was withered up 
the following week. Queensland is the 
only place where there have been good 
rn'ns, They have been able to lake the 
stock hack on llhe cattle stations again. 
ah the farmers in the Wallace (northwest 
of Victoria) had to leave their farms and 
tome south — for the want of water and 
feed for their stock. They used up nil 
their slock wheat and have no money— so 
now the government Is going to advance 
them seed wheat so they can sow for com- 
ing season. Wkieut Is now worth (is. a 
bushel. 

It must be very hard for the farmer to 
sec? everything go after years of hard work, 
t hey arc no better oil' now Hum when they 
started after 10 years of hard work. When 
the, report appeared In the dairy papers of 
the abundant harvest in Canada, I am
